WATER SAMPLES 
TO BE USED 
IN SUIT 


A new feature of the suit against 
McEwen Bros. before the Railroad 
Commission, in which complaints 
from the Santa Fe district are de- 
manding a drinkable and useable wa- 
ter supply, will be the chemical anal- 
ysis of the water. 

Word was received yesterday from 
the State Board of Health that con- 
tainers and instructions for taking 
test samples of the water furnished 
by the McEwen Bros. were on the 
way. 

In addition to a bacteriological ex- 
amination, a chemical analysis will 
be made to determine the fitness of 
thé water for domestic use.

There is no martial glory in the firing line of the industrial war. 
But there is heroism, patient and plodding. Every day the miner, or 
the mariner, or the railway navvy is at the front, in active service; 
willing and content to give a life of labor for a small share of the 
wealth he produces. Destructive war, with all its invented terrors, 
could not demand more from the soldier. The evidence of the fourth 
engineer on the Empress of Ireland gives the outside world a mild 
glimpse of what:the sea-going toiler is subject to at any moment. 
Down amid the hard-pressed boilers, roaring steam, whirling hot ash 
and black dust, there could be nothing more appalling than to be 
suddenly threatened with a solid wall of inrushing green sea. There 
is no broad companion-way for the engineer or fireman to dart up to 
safetly. There is only the narrow steel-runged ladder. And duty 
bars the way even there. The engineer must stay below, watching 
dynamo and pump, and giving only a wistful glance at the shining 
steel way up to safety. So with the miner, descending every day 
into pits nearly half a mile deep. The dull booming and sweep of 
explosive gas through the underground galleries is a warning too 
sudden to allow the faintest chance of escape. There is no glory 
in war of any kind—though there is enough pretetse about war, 
glorious war. But, in the daily battle for bread, society has not yet 
learnt to concede justice, let alone honor to the toilers. In the long, 
organized effort for better conditions—the hewers of coal and the 
mn whoe go down to the sea in ships are gradually winning the sym- 
pathy and support of their fellow men. Some day it will be freely 
given, not only in time of disaster, but at all times. 


A HORRIBLE OUTRAGE. 

‘In the name of progressive tyranny * * why stop here? 

y not send a commission. to Russia to pick up ideas of real auto- 
phe government ?”’ demands the Wall Street Journal in an outburst 
of uncontrollable indignation. 

It is not the shooting and burning of women end siti at 
Ludlow that stirred the editor to this. uncontrollable pitch. He re-

Neither was he aroused to indignation by the stories of private 
armies, equipped with machine guns, steel clad automobiles and ar- 
mored trains with which ‘to kill workingmen. 

The terrible aggression upon human rights that evoked this out- 
burst was the proposal to enforce the income tax. 

This was a cause to stir the blood of Wall Street and fire the 
indignation of the stock ticker. The idea that the rich should be 
compelled to pay their taxes to the government they control was too 
much for the composure of the editor of the Wall Street Journal.

FAIR REPRESENTATION.

MORE WATER FIGURES 


Editor Daily News: Continuing 
our discussion of the mated cost 
figures. issued by the directors of the 
Richmond Municipal Water . Distriet 
ina recent bulletin, as follows:

The basis of estimating the first 
item, cost of pumping and filtering 
was explained in the letter published 
in your paper of July 7. 

We will now take up the second, or 
“Administration, operation, over- 
head, collections, etc. (5c per 1000 
gallons), $54,750.” 

The assumption that the cost of 
distribution is in direct proportion to 
the amount of water sold is not ex- 
actly true, but is the only basis on 
which a rationdl estimate can be 
made. 

On 3,000,000 galions per day an 
allowance of 5c per 1000 gallons 
would give us $150 per day, or $4500 
per month on which to run the plant. 
Remember this is exclusive of any 
cost for salaries, materials, power or 
other expenses in connection with 
either filters or pumping plants. 
These would all be covered by the fig- 
ures given in our prévious letter re- 
ferred to above. 

This means that the estimates are 
liberal enough to allow $4500 per 
month, if necessary, for general ex- 
penses of running the water system. 
It does not mean that this amount 
will be needed or will be spent for 
that purpose, but it does show that 
there is an ample margin of safety 
in this as in all of the board’s esti- 
mates. 

Aside from pumpirg, filtering and 


interest and sinking fund charges, 


the current expenses of carrying on 
the water business would include sal- 
aries for a general superintendent, 
bookkeepers, stenographers, outside 
foreman and several laborers for 
making connections, repairs and the 
like. There are office rent, stationery 
and supplies and such petty expenses. 
Let anyone sit down and list the 
above items at their probable cost and 
he will find that their monthly total 
will not greatly if any exceed half 
of the amount represented by an al- 
lowance of 5c per 1000 gallons on 
the expected sales. In fact they will 
very likely not exceed $2000 per 
month, if they run that high. 

Now it is plain that the overhead 
expense on water sold in large quan- 
tities is less per 1000 gallons than 
on that to small consumers. It 
should, therefore, be possible to make 
the rate less to users of large quanti- 
ties, nad this’ will doubtless be done. 

We have it on good authority that 
the Iocal water compAny some time 
ago not only refused to make a pfos- 
pective Richmond manufacturer a 
better water rate than 30c per 1000 
on a large quantity, but also refused 
to make an agreement to guarantee 
to furnish him a stated quantity even 
at this rate. That manufacturer has 
now built a plant in Portland where 
he gets an abundant supply of water 
from the municipal system at a cheap 
rate. The plant regularly employs 
450 men and by the lack of a cheap 
and abundant water supply Rich- 
mond has lost a chance to increase 
her population and prosperity. 

The report from Clarksburg, W. 
Va., referred to in our other letter, 
shows how the municipal water sys- 
tem in one year furnished free to 
other city departments and for public 
uses more than $12,000 -worth of 
water each year. We believe it will 
be possible for this district to do the 
same thing out of the allowance made 
for administration and overhead ex- 
pense, and at the same time offer 
water to. industrial enterprises at 
terms that will make our fair city 
easily and quickly forge ahead of all 
bay communities as a manufacturing 
center. ;

Editor Daily News: The prohtbi- 
tion idea is being pushed so vigor- 
ously it should be thoroughly exam- 
ined. The view js carefully incul- 
cated that if oné disapproves. of 
drunkenness he is morally bound to 
vote for prohibition. 

For the very reason that I am a 
temperance man and-want the drink 
evil removed, I shall vote against 
prohibition just as if I -were a-farmer 
and wanted a crop of grain, I should 
refuse to sow the seed until the 
ground was plowed. : 

To attempt any act when éondi- 
tions make its permanence imipos- 
sible is not wise. i 

Many an employer, when his work- 
ers were organizing to strike for! 
higher wagés, has slyly incited them: 
to strike before their union was 
strong and so kept them from at- 
taining their purpose. 

It may not be true that the leaders 
of the prohibition movement are in 
connivance with the liquor trust, but 
the experience of half a century 
shows that they are playing into the 
trust’s hands. ~ 

In spite of the fact that the real 
sentiment of the nation is overwhelm- 
ingly for temperance, the war 
against liquor has been so conducted 
that its consumption has rapidly and 
steadily increased. 

Why? Because they insisted on 
voting for prohibition without first 
creating a condition in which prohi- 
bition is possible.

That is the 
government, the collective people. 

Our natural resources are ample 
to support in comfort, yes, in luxury 
a@ population many. times as large as 
the present one. We have tools and 
machinery of roduction whose ca- 
pacity is far greater than our ability 
to consume. ; 

Our schools and universities have 
the scientific knowledge and directing 
ability that could guide multitudes 
of people in the proper ways of pro- 
ducing and consuming wealth, and 
that is what makes fife worth living. 

There is but one ~aason why our 
laws do not make our resources and 
scientific achievements available to 
everybody in the pursuit of happiness 
(or struggle for existence). To do 
so would destroy the great game of 
money making for personal aggran- 
dizement. 

The Prohibition party has always 
refused to attack the game of money- 
making in spite of the fact that the 
game is the only support (almost) of 
the business they profess to be seek- 
ing to destroy. Every tear from a 
drunkard’s family or from, poverty- 
crushed humanity, is a _ protest 
against the absurd, illogical prohibi- 
tion program of forcing people away 
from their bread and butter without 
making prcvisions for them else- 
where.
